The 


government's new labor law per- 
mits the union shop—under certain 
conditions— but forbids the closed 
shop. 


Those 
two shops, 
union 
and 


closed, have been prime methods 
for unions to maintain their secur- 
ity, which means keeping up their 
membership. 


But the new law puts restrictions 


on three other kinds of union se- 
curity: preferential hiring, mainte- 
nance of membership, and 
auto- 
matic dues checkoff. 


All five types were permitted un- 


der the previous big labor law, the 
Wagner Act, passed in 1935. 
The

Government experts say about 


11,500,000 workers now are covered 
by contracts including one or more 
of those five types of security.

The 


government's new labor law per- 
mits the union shop—under certain 
conditions— but forbids the closed 
shop. 


Those 
two shops, 
union 
and 


closed, have been prime methods 
for unions to maintain their secur- 
ity, which means keeping up their 
membership. 


But the new law puts restrictions 


on three other kinds of union se- 
curity: preferential hiring, mainte- 
nance of membership, and 
auto- 
matic dues checkoff. 


All five types were permitted un- 


der the previous big labor law, the 
Wagner Act, passed in 1935.

Government experts say about

The 


government's new labor law per- 
mits the union shop—under certain 
conditions— but forbids the closed 
shop. 


Those 
two shops, 
union 
and 


closed, have been prime methods 
for unions to maintain their secur- 
ity, which means keeping up their 
membership. 


But the new law puts restrictions 


on three other kinds of union se- 
curity: preferential hiring, mainte- 
nance of membership, and 
auto- 
matic dues checkoff. 


All five types were permitted un- 


der the previous big labor law, the 
Wagner Act, passed in 1935.

Government experts say about 


11,500,000 workers now are covered 
by contracts including one or more 
of those five types of security.

policy of expansion until non-Com- 
munist Europe is more of a bar- 
gain than it is now.

Europe recover ils strength to a 
point where she might find it hard 
to sell communism. 


At any rate, the Marshall pro- 


posal gives promise of unified pol- 
icy and positive action. Certainly 
it is an improvement, even now, on 
hit-or-miss loans made for political 
reasons, and futile protests made, 
for the record, against accomplish- 
ed deeds which this government is 
powerless to undo. 


If Mr. Marshall, with Europe's 


help, can raise Ihe issue of ccono- 
mic recovery above Ihe level of 
politics, it will be a humane action 
which not only should strengthen 
Europe but also increase American 
prestige and advance the cause of 
peace and freedom.

Washington, June 2.5 —(/f)— 
The 


government's new labor law per- 
mits the union shop—under certain 
conditions— but forbids the closed 
shop. 


Those 
two shops, 
union 
and 


closed, have been prime methods 
for unions to maintain their secur- 
ity, which means keeping up their 
membership. 


But the new law puts restrictions 


on three other kinds of union se- 
curity: preferential hiring, mainte- 
nance of membership, and 
auto- 
matic dues checkoff. 


All five types were permitted un- 


der the previous big labor law, the 
Wagner Act, passed in 1935. 
The 


new. law makes 
big changes 
in 
that. 


Government experts say about 


11,500,000 workers now are covered 
by contracts including one or more 
of those five types of security. 


The new law will, in time and in 
ane way or another, affect all 01 
them. v><hal tno new Jaw does to 
the five types of union security is 
outlined here:

A young surgeon had experienced 


waves of intense fatigue about 4:30 
every afternoon for nearly 10 years 
Although he was not hungry at the 
lime, he discovered lhat 
eating 
a candy bar relieved the feeling. 


He never had Ihis .feeling during 


the night or before breakfast, late- 
ly he noticed that after a 
hard 


morning in the operating room, he 
would become so weak and-shaky 
that his hands would tremble. Ex- 
amination of his blood at the time 
he felt ill showed lhat the sugar 
was low. He was advised to slop 
ealing sugar for Ihe weakness and 
to go on a special diet-'containing 
a large amount of prolein and a 
small amounl of'sugar. His physi- 
;ian reports .lhal he has been en- 
lirely well for Ihe past-'three, years. 


Nervousness is Ihe usual cause 


of low blood sugar spells. Olher 
varielies are due lo diseases of Ihe 
pancreas or liver. When Ihe pan- 
creas is at fault; surgical operation 
is the treatment. Low blood sugar 
caused by liver difficulty is treated 
with a high protein and sugar diet 
or removal of an infected 
gafl value in fever.

Victims of nervous low blood, su- 
gar can obtain temporary help by 
eating sugar, but in Ihe long run 
this makes the pancreas \yorse. 
Eating exlra :cjuantities of sugar al- 
so puts on weight, and this increas 
es fatigue; Special diet' which is 
rich in protein and low in sugar«is 
the treatment. 


Protein Becomes Sugar 
About half the protein which is 


eaten in meat, fish, cheese, milk, 
eggs and cerlaln vegetables

A young surgeon had experienced 


waves of intense fatigue about 4:30 
every afternoon for nearly 10 years 
Although he was not hungry at the 
lime, he discovered lhat 
eating 
a candy bar relieved the feeling. 


He never had Ihis .feeling during 


the night or before breakfast, late- 
ly he noticed that after a 
hard 


morning in the operating room, he 
would become so weak and-shaky 
that his hands would tremble. Ex- 
amination of his blood at the time 
he felt ill showed lhat the sugar 
was low. He was advised to slop 
ealing sugar for Ihe weakness and 
to go on a special diet-'containing 
a large amount of prolein and a 
small amounl of'sugar. His physi- 
;ian reports .lhal he has been en- 
lirely well for Ihe past-'three, years. 


Nervousness is Ihe usual cause 


of low blood sugar spells. Olher 
varielies are due lo diseases of Ihe 
pancreas or liver. When Ihe pan- 
creas is at fault; surgical operation 
is the treatment. Low blood sugar 
caused by liver difficulty is treated 
with a high protein and sugar diet 
or removal of an infected 
gafl value in fever.

Victims of nervous low blood, su- 
gar can obtain temporary help by 
eating sugar, but in Ihe long run 
this makes the pancreas \yorse. 
Eating exlra :cjuantities of sugar al- 
so puts on weight, and this increas 
es fatigue; Special diet' which is 
rich in protein and low in sugar«is 
the treatment. 


Protein Becomes Sugar 
About half the protein which is 


eaten in meat, fish, cheese, milk, 
eggs and cerlaln vegetables 
is 


changed over to sugar in the body.

A young surgeon had experienced 


waves of intense fatigue about 4:30 
every afternoon for nearly 10 years 
Although he was not hungry at the 
lime, he discovered lhat 
eating 
a candy bar relieved the feeling. 


He never had Ihis .feeling during 


the night or before breakfast, late- 
ly he noticed that after a 
hard 


morning in the operating room, he 
would become so weak and-shaky 
that his hands would tremble. Ex- 
amination of his blood at the time 
he felt ill showed lhat the sugar 
was low. He was advised to slop 
ealing sugar for Ihe weakness and 
to go on a special diet-'containing 
a large amount of prolein and a 
small amounl of'sugar. His physi- 
;ian reports .lhal he has been en- 
lirely well for Ihe past-'three, years. 


Nervousness is Ihe usual cause 


of low blood sugar spells. Olher 
varielies are due lo diseases of Ihe 
pancreas or liver. When Ihe pan- 
creas is at fault; surgical operation 
is the treatment. Low blood sugar 
caused by liver difficulty is treated 
with a high protein and sugar diet 
or removal of an infected 
gafl value in fever.

Victims of nervous low blood, su- 
gar can obtain temporary help by 
eating sugar, but in Ihe long run 
this makes the pancreas \yorse. 
Eating exlra :cjuantities of sugar al- 
so puts on weight, and this increas 
es fatigue; Special diet' which is 
rich in protein and low in sugar«is 
the treatment. 


Protein Becomes Sugar 
About half the protein which is 


eaten in meat, fish, cheese, milk, 
eggs and cerlaln vegetables 
is 


changed over to sugar in the body. 
The shift is so slow,.that pancreas

A young surgeon had experienced 


waves of intense fatigue about 4:30 
every afternoon for nearly 10 years 
Although he was not hungry at the 
lime, he discovered lhat 
eating 
a candy bar relieved the feeling. 


He never had Ihis .feeling during 


the night or before breakfast, late- 
ly he noticed that after a 
hard 


morning in the operating room, he 
would become so weak and-shaky 
that his hands would tremble. Ex- 
amination of his blood at the time 
he felt ill showed lhat the sugar 
was low. He was advised to slop 
ealing sugar for Ihe weakness and 
to go on a special diet-'containing 
a large amount of prolein and a 
small amounl of'sugar. His physi- 
;ian reports .lhal he has been en- 
lirely well for Ihe past-'three, years. 


Nervousness is Ihe usual cause 


of low blood sugar spells. Olher 
varielies are due lo diseases of Ihe 
pancreas or liver. When Ihe pan- 
creas is at fault; surgical operation 
is the treatment. Low blood sugar 
caused by liver difficulty is treated 
with a high protein and sugar diet 
or removal of an infected 
gafl value in fever.

Victims of nervous low blood, su- 
gar can obtain temporary help by 
eating sugar, but in Ihe long run 
this makes the pancreas \yorse. 
Eating exlra :cjuantities of sugar al- 
so puts on weight, and this increas 
es fatigue; Special diet' which is 
rich in protein and low in sugar«is 
the treatment. 


Protein Becomes Sugar 
About half the protein which is 


eaten in meat, fish, cheese, milk, 
eggs and cerlaln vegetables 
is 


changed over to sugar in the body. 
The shift is so slow,.that pancreas 
is not stimulated : excessively."/'and

A young surgeon had experienced 


waves of intense fatigue about 4:30 
every afternoon for nearly 10 years 
Although he was not hungry at the 
lime, he discovered lhat 
eating 
a candy bar relieved the feeling. 


He never had Ihis .feeling during 


the night or before breakfast, late- 
ly he noticed that after a 
hard 


morning in the operating room, he 
would become so weak and-shaky 
that his hands would tremble. Ex- 
amination of his blood at the time 
he felt ill showed lhat the sugar 
was low. He was advised to slop 
ealing sugar for Ihe weakness and 
to go on a special diet-'containing 
a large amount of prolein and a 
small amounl of'sugar. His physi- 
;ian reports .lhal he has been en- 
lirely well for Ihe past-'three, years. 


Nervousness is Ihe usual cause 


of low blood sugar spells. Olher 
varielies are due lo diseases of Ihe 
pancreas or liver. When Ihe pan- 
creas is at fault; surgical operation 
is the treatment. Low blood sugar 
caused by liver difficulty is treated 
with a high protein and sugar diet 
or removal of an infected 
gafl value in fever.

Victims of nervous low blood, su- 
gar can obtain temporary help by 
eating sugar, but in Ihe long run 
this makes the pancreas \yorse. 
Eating exlra :cjuantities of sugar al- 
so puts on weight, and this increas 
es fatigue; Special diet' which is 
rich in protein and low in sugar«is 
the treatment. 


Protein Becomes Sugar 
About half the protein which is 


eaten in meat, fish, cheese, milk, 
eggs and cerlaln vegetables 
is 


changed over to sugar in the body.

Both Sides Can

may be guilty of "unfair labor" 
practices. 


An employer can take action to

for damages. 


This is the first time unions have 


to answer for "unfair" tactics. 
Under the previous labor law— 


the Wagner Act, which has been 
law 12 years—only an 
employer 


could be charged with 
"unfair"

bor Relations Board (NLRB) can 
step in to stop. 


The NLRB not only can order 


them stopped but is required, if 
necessary, to get' an order, or in- 
junction, from a federal court to 
force them to be slopped.
